The Rowan-Forrester Con- 
tested Election Case. 


THE TAKING OF TESTIMONY 


How the Ballots Were Counted and 
the Disposition Made of Them 
—Judgment Entered 
Against Taylor. 


The contest case of Rowan against For- 
rester was resumed yesterday morning at 
10 o’clock in Department Five of the 
Superior Court before Judge McKinley. 

At the request of W. H. Thomas, counsel 
for Mr. Forrester, an adjoursment was 
taken until 2 p.m., in order to give the 
contestee’s attorneys an opportunity to in- 
vestigate ae to whethe; or not it would be 
feasible to call witnesses to show how they 
voted in the two precincts in which the 
change of votes on the recount was 80 
large, to wit in the Thirty-sixtty Precinct, 
where there was a change of 29 votes and in 
the Thirty-eighth Precinct, where there 
was a change of 12 votes. 

At 2 p. m. court was againconvened. Mr. 
Rowan was present in the courtroom with 
his counsel, as was also Mr. Forrester. 
Judge Hatch, counsel for the contestee, 
arose and addressed the court. The judge 
stated that it was apparent that the returns 
from the Thirty-sixth Precinct might have 
been tampered with, and for this reason he 
desired the returns from not only the Thir- 
ty-sixth but aiso from the Thirty-eighth 
Precinct. ‘The returns were sent for, as 
well as the taliy-sheet. When it was 
brought into the courtroom the examination 
of witnesses commenced. 

The first witness sworn was William P. 
Jeffries, one of the judges of election in the 
Thirty-sixth Precinct at the State election. 
He was there when the ballots were put 
into the envelopes. They were strung, 
rolled up andastring tied around them. 
The witness did not put them in the en- 
velope. 
Judge Silent objected to the introduction 
of the testimony, on the ground that It was 
contrary to stipulations previously entered 
into between the contestant and contestee. 
The objection was overruled. 

The examination of the witness was re- 
sumed. He told how the ballots were 
counted, who handled them and who 
strung them. He wasofthe opinion that 
they were in two packages—any way 1D more 
than one, 
On cross-examination Jeffries swore that 
when the box was opened the ballots were 
dumped outon the table and then they 
were segregated into piles of party tickets, 
scratched and unscratched tickets. 

The next witness was Robert 8. Wood- 
side. He testified that he was an in- 
spector of elections in Precinct Thirty- 


six during the State election. 6 saw 
the bailots sealed up and placed 
in the envelopes after the canvass 


was completed. He had rolled the ballots 
up himself and had strung them. The en- 
velope was sealed up with water. The Re- 
publican and Democratic straights were 
counted and then entered on the tally list. 
The witness was surprised, he said, when 
he heard that an error had been discovered 
in the tally sheet making a difference of 
twenty-nine vores. The cross-examination 
developed nothing new. 

W. W. Robinson was sworn next. He 
was not an officer of election, but was pres- 
ent during the count in the Thirty-sixth 
precinct. He testified as to liow the count 
was made, 

A number of other witnesses were exam- 
ined, inciuding L B. Dockweiler, H. P. 
Newell and P. A. Stanton. They all swore 
as to the count in the Thirty-sixth Precinct, 
but nothing new was developed. The case 
was not concluded, lt will be resumed 
again today. 

JUDGMENT AGAINST TAYLOR,

Yesterday at 1:30 p, m., W. T. Williams, 
Esq., one of Miss Marshal!’s attorneys called 
at the County Cierk’s office and paid in the 
jury fees in the case, $216, the Clerk’s fees, 

18, and the reporter’s fees, $45, making a 
total of $279. This was essential before a 
judgment could be entered. 

The lawyers then proceeded to Judge Mc- 
Kinley’s courtroom and asked that judg- 
ment be entered as above. C. C. Stephens, 
attorney for Taylor, was notified that the 
fees had been paid and that judgment was 
about to be entered against his client. 

Mr. Stephens came to the courtroom at 
once. He addressed the court, stating that 
within ten days a substitution of counsel 
would be made in the case, and that then a 
motion for a new trial would be made. The 
transcript of the testimony, he said, would 
make nearly a thousand pages, and it would 
require twenty days to make it. He asked 
thirty days’ stay of execution, and added 


] that he might ask for ten days more, mak- 


ing a total of forty days. 

Ko this motion for a stay of execution 
Mr. Williams objected. He said that he un- 
derstood that the defendant Taylor was 
already making arrangements to transfer 
his property, and that he had, in fact, 
already transterred some of it. He claimed 
thut it would be expensive for his client to 
be forced to go out of the State to collect 
the judgment she had obtained, 

Mr. Stephens stated that the information 
that his client had transferred any of his 
property came from no reliable source. He 
understood, he said, that Mr. Taylor was 
worth half a million dollars. 

Judge McKinley then granted the de- 
fendant five days’ stay of execution in or- 
der to give the plaintiff an opportunity to 
ascertain whether or not Taylor had re- 
cently disposed of much of his property in 
San Diego county. He notified Mr. Steph- 
ens, however, if atthe end of the five days 
it was not shown that the defendant was 
endeavoring to dispose of his property, he 
would grant a motion for an additional 
stay.

western intercepting sewer, held a meeting 
yesterday at the Mayor’s office and decided 
to adopt the plan proposed by the Mayor, 
and recommended that the change be made. 
The Mayor will accordingly recommend to 
the Council at its next meeting the altera- 
tion of the contracts to inciude the change, 
‘The western intercepting sewer will, 
under this change, terminate for the present 
ata point about 800 feet north of Ward 
street. From this point a branch will run 
in an easterly direction until it intersects 
Alvarado street and will follow a practica- 
ble course along Alvarado street until it in- 
tercepts Temple sireet. This will afford 
sewer facilities for all that thickiy-inbabited 
section lying west of Yarnell street and 
east of Silver street. 

Yhe former route of the sewer ran from 
the starting point, 800 feet north of Waid 
street, in a northeasterly direction to Martz 
and Diamond streets, southeast on Diamond 
for a quarter of a mile, thence northeast- 
erly to Temple street. This district was a 
district of vacant lots practicaily unin- 
habitated and a sewer there would benefit 
nobody, but bringing it in on Alvarado 
street taps one of the thickly-settled por- 
tious or the West End, 


THE LOTTERY MEN. 


Two More Arrests Made Yesterday 
by the Police. 

Max Harris and A. B. Greenwald were 

again arrested yesterday on another charge 

of selling lottery tickets, and gave bonds for 

their appearance. ‘The first of the lottery 

cases comes up today, and the result is 


-awaited with considerable interest. The 


last time the lottery-dealers were arrested 
several cases were appealed to the Superior 
Court, but were afterward withdrawn and 
the matter settled by the payment of a 
$50 fine in each case, together 
with the costs. Several of the 
dealers also promised to discontinue the 
iliegal traffic, in consideration of which the 
penalty was made much lighter than it 
would otherwise bave been. In the present 
cases there are no mitigating circum- 
stances, and if the full penalty of the law 
is imposed it will go far toward breaking 
up the demoralizing business. : 

There has also beea some talk of arrests 
under the law regarding. the use of the 
mails and for advertising lotteries, but so 
far nothing has been done.

The Irish braves bave all joined in the 
festivitives with such zeal as only sous 
of the ould dart are in the habit of 
putting forth, and from end to end of 
Ireland the ghost-dancers seem to be 
having things pretty much their own 
Way. 

‘Lim-of-the-He-lee, 
ded from the tribe of Par-nell, 
and Just-in Mac-ker-tee, another 
disgruutied sub-chief of the same 
tribe, have gotten together a 
gang and are dancing like Comanches, 
They refuse to join in the dance led by 
Mau-with-lime-in-his-eye, and that big 
red man has gone off and started a 
shindig of his own, which seems to 
make up in warmth, spirit and general 
abandon what it lacks in other re- 
spects. | 
The regulars seem to be awed for 
the present, but it may be 
are only waiting for the dancers 
to wear themselves out, which they 
will likely succeed in doing before 
many moons, as they look to the great 
American white tribe to send them 
rations. Without this assistauce they 
must pretty soon get in onto the 
reservation and sue for grub and 
blankets. 

Meanwhile big chief Jo-nee Bull, or 
Rising Bull, of the tribe of To-rees, 
just across the raging drink, may at any 
time break into a dance of their own, 
but don’t seem to be wanting any Mes- 
Siab business in theirs as they already 
have one called Queenee-Vic, a big 
squaw with many tepees and wickiups 
and a large reservation upon which 
the tribe is living in peace and plenty. 
Correspondeuts who have penetrated 
the hiunts of the ghost-dancers in the 
Emerald Isle say the frenzy of the 
terpsichorean experts is something 
exiraordinary. They gointo the dance 
armed with large buckthorn sticks, with 
which, in their zeal and exuberance, 
they belabor each other over the 
head, and a great deal of gore has been 
flecking the emerald plains of that 
section.

THE PARDONING MANIA. 


The mania that has_ notoriously 
seized upon the administration of Gov. 
Waterman, in its latter days for par- 
doning criminals and turning them 
loose upon society to perhaps repeat 
their crimes, is attracting attention 
and arousing indignation throughout 
the State. Why this sudden activity 
in that direction, to the scandal of the 
cause of justice and the discredit of 
our courts? The San _ Francisco 
Bulletin states the case with force and 
directness: 

_The general jail delivery on the part of 
Gov. Waterman goeson apace. It is not 
easy to divest it of the appearance of a 
Clean-up. lt proceeds on the notion that 
our courts are run with such vindictive 
rancor that a great many innocent persons 
are undergoing punishment as felons. It 
would, perhaps, be impossible toindulge in 
a Wilder flight of the imagination. On the 
contrary, large Dumbers of guilty persons es- 
cape, because of the weakness of the judi- 
cial mechanism. It is not possible that 
Gov. Waterman could spip a yarn that will 
be received with more derisive laughter 
than that which is noted above. ‘Lhe 


who has sece- 


| chances may be said to be ninety-nine to 


one that a person convicted in our courts is 
guilty of the crime charged. 

There are certain queer features about 
the pardon business, generally speaking, 
which excite a great deal of sharp comment. 
It did not attain to very large proportions 
inthe middie of the termof Guy. Water- 
man, It is only when he is going out of office 
that the Gubernatorial benevolence slops 
over in such amanner asto attract public 
attention. Itis but fair to assume that it 
would lie dormantin case of reélection, or 
a bright political future of any kind. When 
pardons are shoveled outat an unusual rate, 
pubiic suspicion cannot fail to be aroused, 
especially when the rumoris go often en- 
countered that a money value attaches to 
these favors. 

Under one State administration at least it 
was generally considered that $1000 would 
convert the most hardened criminal in San 
Quentin into a worthy subject of executive 
clemency. It is quite evident that the par- 
doning power will have to be more thor- 
oughly restricted thanitis. Its exercise of 
late years upon What appears to be an ever- 
widening base has done more to undermine 
justice and promote crime than any other 
single cause tbat could be named, short of 
the natural depravity of some people, ‘The 
way in which it is carried on, it nothing 
else, makes the Governor a sort of irre- 
sponsible Court of Appeals. Pardons 
should be limited to the one fact of the dis- 
covery of testimony which, ip the opinion of 
the Supreme Court, when submitted to it, 
proves the applicant to have been unjustly 
convicted. 


The last sentence states the true 
rule correctly. 

It is idle to attempt to conceal the 
general conviction that corrupt means 
have too often had sway in the process 
of securing pardons. ‘The evidence is 
too strong, too recent and too easily ob- 
tainable to permit of any denial.’ That 
evidence will come out sooner or 
later. 


THAT rear guard of Staniey’s will be 
described in another presently-forth- 
coming book.

HWW BULL DIED. 


The Story of the Wily Old 
Chief’s Taking Off. 


Brave Bull Head, the Police Lieuten- 
ant, Dies of His Wounds, 


Daly’s Camp on Spring Creek Sar- 
rounded by Indians, 


The Remnant of Sitting Bull’s Tribe 
Make for the Bad Lands and 
Troops Are Sent to 
Head Them Off. 


By Telegraph to The Times. . 

St. PauL, Dec. 18.—|(By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The correspondent of the 
Pioneer Press at Fort Yates, N. D., 
was one of the cavalry officers who par- 
ticipated in the fight in which Sitting 
Bull met his death. He telegraphed 
that paper tonight a long and detailed 
account of the fight and the incidents 
leading up to it. Bull Head, who was 
in charge of the Indian police, waa a 
bitter enemy of Sitting Bull. When 
the courier from the police came back 
on the road and notified the cavalry of 
the fight, the latter started for- 
ward on a_ gallop. The hostiles 
were in the timber and were 
firing on the police, who defended 
themselves in front of Sitting Bull’s 
house. A few shells from the [Lotch- 
kiss gun sent the redskins hurrying up 
the river out of range. 

The policemen formed in line and 
presented a fine appearance as they re- 
ceived the soldiers, but the spectacle a 
few yards behind them was horrible in 
the extreme. Eight corpses lay about 
on the ground, riddied with bullets 
and mutilated. Sitting Bull was on 
his back and his face was hardly recog- 
nizable, so shot up and battered was it, 
The correspondent thinks that a num- 
ber of hostiles who escaped were badly 
wounded. 

The police entered the camp early in 
the morning, proceeeded quietly to 
Bull’s house and surrounded it. Sev- 
eral went inside and arrested Sitting 
Bull, when he gave the alarm by yell- 
ing. Several of his lieutenants re- 
peated it, and the fighting then began. 
The police stood their ground heroic- 
ally, in spite of the tremendous odds 
against them. COatch-The-Bear and 
several other hostiles rushed into the 
house and began firing at the police. 
Bull Head was shot in the leg. He 
whirled and puta bullet iuto Sitting 


Bull’s head, and at the same 
moment Red Tomabawk — shot 
Sitting Bull in tbe stomach. 


Part of the hostiles retreated to the 
stable a hundred yards off, and the 
policemen pursued..and drove them 
out. The policemen also got posses- 
sion of the house and took in their 
dead and wounded. The hostiles 
then fell back into the woods, and the 
fight was kept up until the cavalry 
drove them off.

Signals were eatablished 
between the troops and our camp by 
three relays. Should the troops be at- 
tacked they were to be reinforced from 
here. ‘They reported about seventy 
tepees in the Indian stronghold, which 
wus totally inaccessible. The only 
known outlet for these Indians is the 
trail which goes up Cottonwood Creek 
across the road from Rapid Creek to 
Wounded Knee. This pass will be 
closed tomorrow by @ large body of 
the Sixth Infantry.

KEAN & CU.’S FAILURE. 


THE CHICAGO BANKER AND His 
CASHIER ARRESTED. 


Where the Loss Will Fall—The W. C. 
T. U. a Depositor to the Ex- 
tent of $30,000—Other

CHICAGO, Dec.~18.—{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) 8S. A. Kean, doing a 
banking business under the name of 
S. A. Kean & Co., assigned this morn- 
ing as arranged for last night. Fen- 
nell, attorney for the banker, says that 
the failure is the result of a steady 
drain on the finances of the institution 
for the past two weeks. Reports det- 
rimental to the bank were circulated, 
resulting in the withdrawal of over 
$200,000 within that time. While 
there were plenty of securities in 
the bank, they were not market- 
able under the present monetary 
conditions without sacrificing them. 
The attorney says that the assets are 
aiple to pay all liabilities in full. It 
is expected that a statement of the 
assets and liabilities will be made to- 
morrow. It is learned that the deposits 
amount to $450,000. Most of the de- 
positors are well-to-do peuple, who will 
not suffer severely through their losses. 
Very few poor people did business with 
the bank. This afiernoon warrants 
were taken out forthe arrest of Mr. 
Kean and his cashier, George B. 
Warne, tor receiving money when the 
bank was known to be insolvent. Ar- 
rangements are being made to reorgan- 
ize the concern as a national bank. 

An investigation of the affairs of 
the institution began before Judge 
Scales this afternoon. According to 
replies made by Assignee Jacobs, the 
assets, exclusive of Kean’s personal 
estate, would aggregate approxi- 
mately $1,353,000, and the liabilities 
$1,400,000. The assets consist of land 
scrip, various municipal and other 
bonds. Oash on hand, $57,000 ete. 
Of the liabilities half a million is due 
depositors and $800,000 due banks on 
bond deposited tor loans. 
Assignee Jacobs is a close friend 
of Kean. He said that last Sat- 
urday Kean came to him and 
told him that the deposits were 
going very faust and he would like 
to have some gentlemen look into the 
affairs of the bank and teli bim what 
todo. Over a quarter of a million had 
been drawn out within ten days.’ Kean 
said that someone had circulated re- 
bank- was unsound, 
the rush to Withdraw 
lowed. 

A meeting of bankers was held 
yesterday afternoon and they decided 
to loan Kean. $70,000 if he could get 
$30,000 more. They wanted a guaran- 
tee for the $70,000, however. Kean 
and Jacobs secured a promise of aid 
from Fowler, the packar, and William 
Deering, the harvester manufacturer, 
but could get no one else. Then they 
were informed that an attachment had 
been filed against the bank by one of 
the creditors, and decided to assign.

HURLED 10 DEATH. 


A Railroad Train Reduced 
to Kindling Wood. 


Terrible Disaster on the Canadian In- 
tercolonial Line, 


Six Known to Have Been Killed and 
Several More Missing. 


A Passenger Coach Gets Off the 
Track at a High Embank-~ 
ment and Drags Others 

With It.

QUEBEC, Dec. 18.—\|By the Associ- 
ated Press.} The express train from 
Halifax, on the Inter-colonial Railroad, 
due at Levis at 11:40 today, met with 
a frightful accident about three miles 
from its destination. The scene of 
the wreck wasan embankment at St. 
Joseph. The train was running at a 
| high rate of speed, and after passing 
the St. Joseph station a second-class 
car appears to have jumped the track 
on a curve, dragged the first-class car 
and sleeper with it, and also derailed 
the mail car and baggage car ahead 
of it. The three passenger 
cars ran diagonally along the embank- 
ment for 200 yards, the second-class 
cars striking the western abutment of 
the bridge. 

It was in tbis car that the sacrifice 
of life occurred. The front of the car 
‘was smashed to atoms against tho 
solid stone abutment. Three cars 
turned over,the first-class car being 
badly shattered. The siceeper was not 
s0 badly smashed as the other 
cars. The engine, still drawing 
the baggage and mail cars, 
ran over the bridge. After passing the 
the bridge the mail car went down the 
embankment, having turned com- 
pletely over in its descent. Theengine 
and derailed baggage car continued on, 
passing over a seccnd road bridge 
safely, and were brought to a stand- 
still a few bundred yards further on. 

As soon as the news of this disaster 
reached this city a number of medical 
men crossed the river and went down 
on a special train to the scene of the 
disaster and rendered efficient aid to 
the wounded passengers. The deaf 
are five in number. Their pames are 
Dionne, Gauvin, Blaise, Le- 
ciaire and Winler. The lat- 
ter was a news agent on board the 
train. Conductor Walker was badly 
injured and very few passengers on the 
train escaped without more or less 
injury. One has both legs broken, an- 
otner a fracture of theskull and all are 
cut and bruised. Butit is impossible 
at this moment to get reliable news, 
or a list of the names. 

At a late hour tonight the work of 
clearing away the débris of the expre s 
train wreck was not completed. One 
more body has been taken out, that of 
an unknown Jewish peddler. This 
makes six dead and itis believed that 
two or three more bodies will be found 
when the wreckage is all cleared. Not 
less than forty people were injured. 


The remainder of the suf- 
fering from broken limbs, severe scalp 
wounds and contusions. Incoming 
trains brought to the scene of the dis- 
aster hundreds of relatives of. the 
killed and wounded, and excitement 
is intense.

The statement that Robin 
was found on the dump of the mines 
was a mistake. His mangled body 
was found about fifteen hundred feet 
down the mountain side below the 
cabia, whefe he had been carried by 
an avalanche of snow and rocks.

Arthur Day’s Method of Getting Out 
of an Embarrassing Position.

THE KAISER AND THE SCHOOLS 


Emperor William Still Insists on the 
Study of Modern History. 
BERLIN, Dec. 18.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.) Emperor William, 
in a speech on Wednesday at tho 
closing of the educational conference, 
referring to the fact that surprise was 
expressed because, in a speech at the 


opening of the conference he made no 
allusion to religion, said that he would 
make it his sucred duty to see a 
Christian spirit cultivated, and 
increased in schools. ‘We 
are now,” he said, “‘in a period of 
transition, hastening toward a new 
century.

Half-starved Steers Set Free to Be. 


Hunted and Shot by Hungry

TimgEs.] All the »gency was astir yes- 
terday morning before the sun peeped 
from bebind the string of butces that 
protected the camp from the East 
winds. The post-house beef issue was 
to take place and every one was’ going 
out to view the exciting spectacle. 
Three miles from the agency are the 
corralls, strong-fenced yards with con- 
necting gates and one gradually nar- 
rowing lane leading to the scale-house 
gate—the gate of death for the 
starved-looking steers that are huddled 
together at the lower end of the yard. 
The issue of beef at this agency is 
madetwice a month. At one issue

about 250 head of cattle are killed and 
atthe other only eighty-eight. The 
large issue is for all the Indians on the 
reservation and the smaller one for 
those who live near the reservation, 
and can draw rations twice a month. 
As soon as the Indian agent came out 
of his office and started in a light 
wagon tor the correll, there was a 
wild scramble in the same direction by 
every one at the agency who could get 
away. Bucks rode out on their ponies 
and the squaws drove out in wagons 80 
as to bring in the carcasses of the 
steers after the bucks had killed them. 
When all was in readiness the In- 
dians, sitting on their ponies in two col- 
umns «a dozen deep, formed an alley 
from the cattle-yard gatea hundred 
yards out on the prairie. An em- 
loyécalled out the Indian name of 
d Deer and this put the members of 
hia family on the alert. Then the 
gate swung far enough open to allow 
one steer to crowd through and escape 
from the pressure caused by the cow- 


boys whips as they crowded the cattle; 


st thegate. The first steer was 


ny, black brute that looked as if | 


a 

he had been wandering over the Texas 
trail for four years. Once through 
the gate he stopped a minute and 
threw up his long horned head in 
search of some route of escape. Find- 
ing none he rushed down the 
long walled alleyway, urged on 
by the unearthly yells of the 
Indians. As be neared the end of the 
line haif a dozen ponies, each bearing 
some member ot Red Deer’s family, 
with a robust appetite, surrounded the 
animal and one of the Indians suc- 
ceeded on the second effort in throwing 
a rope over the animal’s borns. Then 
the Indians, riding three on a side, 


instead of steak. 

The word ‘‘family”’ used in the dis- 
tribution of beef means merely a divi- 
sion of the tribe, made by the agent for

of half a hundred slender silver strands 


gracefully interwoven. An officer who 
stood beside me admiring this bracelet 
drew upon his imagination for some 
explanation of the squaw’s possession 
of the trinket. We tinally concluded 
that it wasa bracelet that had been 
stolen by some road agent and that he 
had given it tothesquaw. At one 
time during the dance this squaw 
stood directly in front of me,and [ 
asked her in compound fractural Sioux 
and by gestures “Where did you get 
that bracelet “This bracelet was 
purchased at Tiffany’s asa present to 
me from a lady of Brooklyn,” said the 
squaw, in good, common, every-day 
English. “Il used to travel with the 
Kill-or-Cure Indian Herb Doctor after 
I came home from Carlisie.”’ 

The dancers numbered from fifteen 
to twenty-five and were arranged ina 
circle around the drummers. Each 
squaw eonducted an independent 
dance. There was no clashing of 
hands or execution of figures, but sim- 
ply a swaying of the body and a pecu- 
liar movement, their feet remaining 
on the ground and their bodies nearly 
perpendicular, but rising and fallin 
much the same as the drawing out and 
closing up of a telescope, 

Around the dancers forming the 
third and outer circle, were seated 
one bundred and fifty or more squaws

In front of each one of 
the squaws in the outer circle was a 


| tin dish with a small piece of dog meat 


and a couple of crackers. Early in the 
day a dog had been killed and stewed 
in preparation for the dance and when 
time for the refreshments came an 
old medium woman, after a series of 
wierd incantations, moved around in- 
side of the outer circle and distributed 
pieces of the dog and iron spoonsful of 
the soup. . 

The squaw dance lasted for about 
two hours, and was ended by a sugges- 
tion from an old Indian, who then 
made a short speech in Sioux, which 
was interpreted to the crowd, , 

He thought that the white men

drove the steeron a gallop in the di- 
rection of their wagon. As they ap- 
proached it, Red Deer holding the end 
of the lariat galloped around the steer 
until its legs were entangled, when he 
jerked the lariat taut and threw the 
auimal to the ground. Then the 
crack of one of Custer’s carbines was 
heard. The shot. which had been fired 
by ason of Red Deer, killed the steer 
and a moment later the Indians had 
cut the animal’s throat and begun 
with feverish haste, born of hunger, to 
dress the carcass and get it home to 
their tepees. | 

Meanwhile other steers had been lib- 
erated and similar scenes were being 
enacted in all directions, Many of the 
Indians seemed to prefer an exciting 
chase over the plains after the steer, 
und permitted the animal to start well 
off before beginning the pursuit. With 
a dozen families, all well-mounted and 
armed, charging over the prairies in 
pursuit of cattle, and shooting when- 
ever the chance of killing seemed fay- 
orable, without checking the speed of 
their ponies, it required but litt!s effort 
of imagination to fancy the 
chase to be one of the now traditional 


buffalo hunts. There were eighty- 


Iudians of all ages. To this commu- 
nity, rather than the family, one of 
these steers is issued semi-monthly. 
There is a story to the effect that these 
steers weigh 900 pounds each, but this 
is an undoubted exaggeration. 

There were great times in the Indian 
Village during the afternoon and even- 
ing, and the Indian dogs seemed to 
breathe a trifle easier while their mas- 
ters were feasting on beef. About 
sunset a tremendous beating of drums, 
accompanied by an uprorious chant- 
Ing, attracted everybody to the Indian 
camp. The commotion proved to be 
the introductory movement to one of 
the peace dances known as the squaw 
dance. What seemed at the distance 
to be the sound of many drums proved 
to be the pounding of one old drum by 
a dozen squaws, each armed with 
a fantastically decorated drum- 
stick, the end of which was wound 
with thongs of leather, forming 
a ball about as large as an egg. A 
dozen drummers sat in a circle and 
welted away with perfect indifference 
as to time, each one getting in a crack 
whenever convenient. Around this 
couchantcircle were the squaw dancers, 
dressed in their brightest colored gar-

Beds for Hyacinths. 

In the preparation of a garden bed or 
border for hyacinths it is best to take 
some special care. The application of 
stable manure before planting is not de- 
sirable, as it has a tendency to cause the 
bulbs to decay. But the addition of a 
quantity of leaf mold and if the soil is 
heavy a good dressing of sand will be 
found beneficial. Abont four inches of 
the top soil can be removed from the 
space intended for the bed and laid on 
one side; spade over the whole as deep 
as possible and work in the leaf mold 
and sand, if desired. With a sandy soil 
leaf mold alone makes an excellent dress- 
ing. 

Rake over the bed, freeing it from 
all stones, and giving it a smooth, level 
surface. Parallel lines can be drawn 
and intersecting ones, and the bulbs 
placed so as to showsolid masses of color 
or designs of any desired patterns, At 
the point where the lines cross press the 
bulbs down into the soil even with the 
surface, and when all have been sect 
cover the whole bed over with the soil 
which was first removed, thus leaving 
them with about four inches of soil en- 
tirely over them. Before the ground 
freezes hard the bed should have athick 
covering of leaves for a winter protec- 
tion.—Vick’s Magazine. 


A Deer on the Track. 

While extra train No. 671 was coming 
east Sunday afternoon a few miles east 
of Mast Hope, on the Delaware division, 
Engineer Edward Taylor espied a large 
deer descending the almost perpendicu- 
lar bluff on the north side of the track. 
The deer reached the track a few yards 
in advance o& the engine, and those on 
the engine expected to see it run down, 
but instead it started down the track in 
advance of the train for a distance af a 
quarter of a mile, and then bounded 
down the bank toward the river. The 
men on the engine saw the deer until 
the train went out of sight.

The early 
spring, commencing about the middle 
of February and lasting about six 
weeks, isa very pleasant part of the 
year, but April i-~ described as the 
‘“‘“cheeriest.’”? December and January 
are the least pleasant, because it is the 
rainy and winter season. 

Thunderstorms are rare, and no 
hurricane has ever been known there. 
Among the fruits grown in abund- 
ance are the orange, grape, peach, 
apricot, plum, cherry, apple, nectarine, 
fig, lemon, lime, olive, date, and all 
tne berries of vaiue. | 

The rainfall of California is about 

twenty inches, and the rainy days 
number about sixty in the year, or 
about half the number of rainy days 
experienced in the Atlantic States or 
Central Europe. 
‘Besides the immense growth of choice 
and luscious fruits for which California 
ig famous all over the globe, it claims 
to bave the largest milk, butter, and 
cheese dairies in the world. Itis also 
renowned for its mineral riches, its im- 
mense mercantile business, its manu- 
facturing industries, its production of 
coal, its gigantic timber, its wealth of 
beauty in flowers, its fast horses, its 
grand scenery, embracing lofty mount- 
ains, deep vaileys, expansive fertile 
plains, and all the variations of a beau- 
tiful country, with many rivers and a 
magnificent sea coast, while the 
‘‘coast range’? and the slopes of the 
‘Sierra’ offer to the sportsman such 
game in abundance as grizzly and cin- 
namon bears aud California lions.
